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Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 and 16-20 filed 1/22/07 is acknowledged. 
Claims 17, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The limitation "about to be abandoned" is indefinite in scope. The limitation "drill down" is vague and 
indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1,16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated Riordan, New York 
Times Article. 

The article teaches that yet2.com teaches a system of trading patent-pending technologies online. The 
examiner takes official notice that the back-bone for such a system must include a processor and a 
database. The examiner takes official notice that all pending applications can be abandoned at any point 
in the prosecution and that the limitations of claims 1 9 and 20 read on the user interface provided by 
yet2.com
